Huring  the  year,  13  samples  of  water  were  ta'-'en  for  bacteriological 
purposes.  Of  these  10  were  satisfactory  and  3  were  unsatisfactory. 

ilmost  all  properties  in  the  area  can  now  be  served  from  the  mains 
supply  and,  during  uhe  year,  new  mains  extensions  at  Drinks  tone,  Elmswell 
and  f.'ajigham  have  enabled  several  property  owners  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  service. 

The  laying  of  the  sewer  at  Elmswell /'Foolpit  has  induced  several  house¬ 
holders  to  take  mains  water  and  to  instal  up  to  date  sanitation  at  the 
same  time. 


There  has  been  no  carting  of  drinking  water  in  the 
District,  most  houses  having  their  supply  from  the  maiins  and  the  rest 
being  catered  for  by  bores  and  wells,  the  majority  of  which  have  been 
tested  and  found  satisfactory, 

( i i )  Drainage  and  Sewerage . 


The  Woolpit  and  Elmswell  sewers  v/ere  completed  in  June  and  handed 
over  by  the  Contractors,  ihessrs,  Biggs  1/v'all  and  Go.  Ltd,  The  Coun.cil, 
through  their  housing  Manager..  Mr.  d.G. Cushing,  too'’-  immediate  steps 
to  modernise  the  pre-’\;ar  Council  houses  at  Elmswell  and  Woolpit,  Wi  ich 
were  suppli.ed  with  bathrooms,  hot  and  cold  v/ater,  flush  lavatories  and

At  Elmswell,  Rattlesden  and  Woolpit  quite  a  number  of  owners  have 
taken  advantage  of  the  assistance  afforded  by  both  Discretionary  and 
Standard  Granns,  and;  by  the  end  of  the  year,  199  houses  at  ELmss/joll, 

94  at  Woolpit  and  ^1  at  Rattlesdon  were  connected  to  the  sewers.  These 
mcaern  amenities,  for  so  long  enjoyed  by  urban  dwellers,  are  now 
reaching  the  countryside  and  are  greatly  appreciated. 

The  success  of  the  three  completed  sewerage  schemes  has  encouraged 
the  Council  to  make  plans  for  the  sewerage  of  other  villages  within  the 
District  and  they  are  particularly  anxious  that  works  be  provided  for  the 
parishes  of  Badv/ell  Ash,  Beyton,  Drinkstone,  Felsham,  Gedding,  Ilessett, 
Norton,  Thurston,  Tcstock,  Walsham-le-Willows  and  VJattisf ield. 

It  is  proposed  to  have  a  joint  scheme  for  Hessett,  Beyton  and 
Thurston,  together  with  the  neighbouring  village  of  Great  Bar  bon  which 
is  in  the  Thingoe  Rural  District. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  joint  scheme  for  Badwell  Ash  and 
W'al  shamble -Willows  was  starred  in  June,  1961;  a  Ministry  of  Health 
enquiry  has  been  held  at  the  Council  offices  to  consider  schemes  for 
Felsham,  Gedding  and  Norton  and  approval  has  been  given. 

The  scheme  of  the  Harti smere  R.D.C.  to  include  Rickinghall  Inferior 
has  been  completed  and  jTl  use  since  June,  1961 

A  small  sewerage  worics  to  take  the  post  war  Council  houses  at 
Hinderclay  has  been  completed  find  handed  over  by  the  Contractor,  Messrs. 
E.J.Aves  and  sons  of  Redgrave. 
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The  Gonncil’s  Yorkshire  Karrier  750  gallon  cesspool  emptier  has  given 
nine  years  satisfactory  service  and  is  still  in  use;  it  is  found,  however, 
that  maintenance  costs  are  mounting  so  much  that  it  has  been  decided  to 
purchase  a  nei;  and  larger  vehicle.  Daring  the  year,  because  of  constant 
demands  for  thoir  services,  the  staff  have  again  worked  overtime  in  order 
to  empty  the  many  cesspools  which  are  freqn.entl}'-  overflowing.  The  heavy 
rainfall  throughout  the  year  aggravated  the  situation. 

The  charge  for  emptying  of  cesspools,  at  private  houses  in  Thedwastre 
is  30/-G,,  for  the  first  load  and  25 '^-d.  for  subsequent  loads,  free  service 
is  afforded  the  Council  tenants. 


The  vehicle  travelled  19;1^-^  miles  and  the  total  number  of  cesspools 
emptied  was  1,353,  made  up  as  bel<.;w.

Thedwastre  Rural  District  has  no  rivers  but  several  streaiis  some 
of  which  flow  many  miles  and  irrigate  pasture  lands  until  they 
finally  join  up  with  a  fair  sized  river  and  so  continue  to  the  sea. 
During  the  year  attention  has  been  given  to  the  water  courses  at 
Rickinghall  and  Wal s ham -le -willows  where  rubbish  has  been  removed 
and  vermin  kept  down  by  the  Rodent  Operator. 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACGOViilODATl'^'N 

All  post-war  private  houses  have  modern  sanitation  including 
water  closets  v/ith  drainage  to  septic  tanks  or  cesspools.  In  the 
villages  of  Slmswell,  Rattle sder  and  Woolpit,  the  majority  are  now 
connected  to  the  main  sewer.  All  Council  houses  in  these  three 
vi.llages  are  connected  and  have  water  supplies,  baths,  w.c.'s,  and 
drainage. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  on  a  fortnightly  rota, 
except  for  very  isolated  premises  which  are  visited  monthly. 
Householders  are  requested  to  have  their  bins  near  the  gate,  except 
in  cases  of  elderly  people,  the  sick  or  women  living  alone,  when 
bins  are  collected  from  near  back  doors. 

The  removal  of  the  larger  part  of  John  Rannoc'.-'s  Egg  Packing 
Station  into  a  neighbouring  district  has  considerably  lightened 
the  work  but,  even  so,  it  is  difficult  to  maintain  a  regular  service 
owing  to  illness;  breakdowns  and  inclement  weather  which  creates 
tipping  difficulties.  The  table  below  shows  in  detail  the  amount 
of  paper  and  iron  which  was  collected  in  I960.  V/aste  paper, 
magazines,  books  and  nev/spapers  are  welcomed  as  salvage  and  the 
proceeds  help  to  defray  cost  of  refuse  collecting;  scrap  iron  is 
also  brought  in  and  sold  to  a  local  merchant. 

The  refuse  vehicle  travelled  8,102  miles  in  I960  and  removed 
608  loads  of  refuse.

In  addition  to  being 
provided  with  a  constant  supply  of  hot  water,  the  residents  have  the 
opportunity  of  sharing  a  communal  room  xvhich  is  situated  in  the  centre 
of  the  six  dwellings. 
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(ix)  RODENT  CONTROL. 


Mr.  A. G. Denny,  the  rodent  operator  has  had  a  busy  year  with  many  calls  to 
deal  with  rats  and  mice  at  houses  and  ju  gardens.  The  mild  wet  winter  helped 
to  increase  vermin  of  all  kinds  which,  being  able  to  obtain  plenty  oi  food,  were 
more  difficult  to  eradicate.  Inspections  of  almost  all  properties  in  the  District 
were  made  and  frequent  attention  was  bestowed  on  refuse  tips,  streams,  ditches 
and  factories.  A  copy  of  the  operator’s  report  for  I96O  can  be  seen  below. 

(x)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  case  of  Led  bug  infestation  was  either  reported  or  discovered  during 
i960,  or  in  any  year  covered  by  my  reports,  which  date  from  1938.
